CONCESSI ON TO WOMEN 

Mayor McClellari Appoints Three 
Women Members of New York 
Board of Education 



NEW YORK, Nov. 3.— As one of the 
few important ofliclal acts which fall 
to Mayor George B. McClellan before 
his administration closes on (December 
31, he appointed today three women 
to the board of education, and thereby 
conceded one of the principal demands 
of .the woman's suffrage organization. 

It Is the first time in more than a 
quarter of a century that women have 
gained representation on the board of 
education, and the news was heralded 
through women's suffrage ranks to- 
night and welcomed as a victory. 

In 1881 Mayor William R. Graco 
first recognized women's right to be 
represented on the board of education, 
and appointed two members. Mayor 
McClellan went one better than this 
precedent, and named three women, 
each of whom represents a different 
religious faith. They are Mrs. Her- 
bert D. Robbing, Miss Olivia Levontrv, 
a daughter of State Supreme Court 
Justice Leventry, both of New York 
City, and Mrs. Alfred S Post, of 
Flushing, L .1. 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
dent of the World's Woman Suffrage 
League, said tonight that the victory 
was undoubtedly due to the insistent 
pressure which has been brought to 
bear upon every recent administration 
by women's clubs and suffrage organ- 
izations,

the contract for the construction of 
the E. & N. railway extension to Port 
Alberni, recently awarded to Messrs. 
Janse, McDonnell and Timothy, has 
been sublet. Grading is actually in 
progress on one or two sections of the 
line, but it will be fully a month before 
all the camps have been established 
and the outfits placed on the ground. 

J. B. Bright, of Vancouver, hits been 
awarded the sub-contract for a ten- 
mile section, from a point near Cam- 
eron Lake west to the Summit. Mc- 
Donald and McAllister, and Holley, 
Owens, and .Mackenzie each secured 
two mile sections. Bridge work has 
been awarded to Cullin Bros. 

The contractors are now building a 
permanent highway, live miles long, 
around one side of Cameron Lake, as 
a portion of the present highway will 
be followed by the proposed line. Al- 
though the road, according to the 
terms of the contract, will not have to 
be completed before April, 1911, the 
contractors expect to ilnish the job 
six months sooner. 

Work is to be immediately started 
on the clearing of 400 acres of a total 
of SOD acres which it is the Intention of 
the E. & N. Railway company to open 
for settlement In Alberni valley, with- 
in a few miles of the terminus of the 
Alberni branch of the railway at Port 
Alberni. An announcement to this ef- 
fect was made by Mr. Marpole. A con- 
tract for the clearing of the land has 
just been awarded to Carmiehael and 
Moorehead, a Port Alberni firm, and 
their instructions are to start opera- 
tions Immediately. It is the intention 
of the railway company, so stated Mr. 
Marpole, today, to divide the land into 
about 40 acre tracts, of which half will 
be cleared and stumped, and the bal- 
ance left in its virgin state, so that 
the settler may remove the heavy 
timber at his leisure. By leaving half 
the land in forest, the initial cost of 
the property is not so heavy on the 
settler, as would be the case were all 
the land cleared. Divided into forty 
acre tracts, 800 acres will support 20 
families.

Hungarian Kills Employer, His 
Wife and His Mother- 
in-law 



QUILL LAKE, Sask., Nor. 3.— There 
is great excitement In this village over 
the triple murder of George Thorburn. 
his wife and his wife's mother, who 
were brutally killed by the hired man, 
a Hungarian named Meccl, aged 22. 

Mr. Thorburn, who was a former re- 
sident of Sarnia, Ont., was shot and 
bis bi_rti thrown into the cellar. The 
body of Mrs. Thorburn was found In 
the bush near the home, and the body 
of Mrs. Thorburn's mother !s believed 
to be in the well. 

The little three-year-old girl hid in 
an oven and, escaped the monster's 
clutches. The boy was clubbed into 
unconsciousness, hut is still alive. 

Settlers were out in all directions 
scouring the country, and their efforts 
were rewarded, ns the murderer was 
arrested at Wynward this afternoon 
and taken in charge by the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police. He admits 
his guilt. 

Tho Thorburn family was one of the 
most highly respected in these parts, 
and the awful tragedy has Cast a deep 
gloom over the community. 



Fire practically destroyed tho 
Brackman and Ker mills at tho outer 
wharf yesterday afternoon. The upper 
part of the building was gutted, tho 
machinery being twisted into junk, 
piled among the charred debris, which 
was all that remained of the two up- 
per floors. The loss was about $50,000, 
which Included $15,000 damage done to 
the stock. 

The loss is fully covered by insur- 
ance, and us soon as the wreckage can 
be cleared away, a larger and more , 
modern mill of brick, and equipped 
with a greater amount of the most 
approved modern milling machinery, 
will take the place of that destroped 
yesterday afternoon. Meanwhile, In- 
structions have been telegraphed to 
the company's mills at Calgary and 
Strathcona to ship supplies of the 
B. and K. cereals for the local and 
nearby market, to keep up the supply 
until the new mills are grinding suffi- 
cient to supply the demand. The hay 
and feed business will not be inter- 
fered with In the slightest, the fire or 
wtiter not reaching the big warehouses 
on the wharf and adjoining the burnt- 
out mills. 

D. R. Ker, head of tho firm, was on 
his way to Vancouver, bound to Al- 
berta, to inspect the mills of the com- 
pany at Calgnry and Strathcona, when 
the fire _ starred, and a wireless, tele- 
gram wait sent informing him that the 
mill was on fire. He will return to- 
day. 

The Origin of the Fire. 

H. A. White, the miller, was near 
the little shaker at the western end of 
the upper floor when he noticed smoke 
and as he turned to grab a barrel of 
water nearby it increased into a cloud. 
The whole floor was filled with smoke, 
and while he was throwing water on 
the fire he was almost choked. Tho 
sweeper ran down, shouting the alarm 
to the men on the floor below, where 
about eleven men were engaged. White, 
was driven out by the smoke, and ho 
followed the sweeper clown the stair- 
way to the next floor. Meanwhile the 
engine had been stopped, and tho two 
lines of hose of the mill brought into I 
play. In very quick time, though, the 
attic was spouting flame, the upper 
part of the mill flaming like a torch 1 
when the firemen responded to thol 
telephone call sent in by the mill men.| 
Splendid Work. 
Splendid work was done by the fire-( 
men, under Chief Davis, and tho em-' 
ployees of the mill worked energetic - 
ally to assist. The department re- 
I sponded quickly, but found the mill a 
j furnace oil arrival. Several streams 
; were quickly brought into play, and bit 
| by bit the firemen forced their way 
| into the fire, despite the enveloping I 
I smoke. The attic and top floor were | 
burnt out. Nothing could be saved on! 
either, but with a good force of water,, 
pumped by the steamer from the hy-i 
drant near the Montana restaurant,! 
the flumes were kept from making I 
their way to the two lower floors, on 
which was stored the greater part of 
the stock of cereals. A stream nf 
water from the chemical works was 
also employed. 

Theupper floors were completely 
burned away, the bulk of the machin- 
ery, which was at the western end of 
the upper floor, being twisted Into a 
heap of scrap iron, and the floor piled 
high with charred timbers and metal 
that had been separators, grinders, and 
other machinery for the manufacture 
of the B. & K. products. Meanwhile 
Chief Davis and his company of fire- 
fighters were flooding out the fire, and 
torrents of water drenched down on 
the floors below, soaking the stock 
heaped on the first and second floors. 
A quantity of crockery, premiums for 
P, &, K. wheatflakes, was scattered 
and smashed by the force of the water. 
Everything. In fact, above tho second 
floor was burned or wrecked, and a 
great denl of the stock on tho floors 
below was utterly ruined, tho salvage 
expected being small. 

Congratulated Chief. 
C. W. Rhodes, manager of tho mill 
company, congratulated Chief Davis 
and his men on the manner they had 
fought the fire, being warm in his 
praise of the work done. Alex. Munro, 
one of the firemen, was cut on tho 
head by a falling timber while fighting 
tho fire, and another fireman had his 
eye badly bruised, while R. Marwlck, 
superintendent of the mill, who work- 
ed like a Trojan to assist the fireman, 
received it scalp wound which bind 
freely, being struck by a broker, pulley. 

Work will be begun at once to ad- 
just the insurance, and !t is expected 
that as soon as Mr. Ker returns from 
Vancouver today, the plans for a new 
larger and more substantial mill build- 
ing will be considered. The mill which 
suffered by tho fire yesterday was es- 
tablished eighteen years ago. 

The mill was considered an especi- 
ally safe one. The Inspector, Mr. Gor- 
don, of Vancouver, completed an ex- 
amination but a short time ago, and. 
when viewing the machinery, remark- 
ed on the manner in which the mill, 
was safeguarded. None of the em-' 
ployees etui offer any suggestion ai to! 
the cause of the fire. • ■ a

CARNEGIE HER O FUND 

Commission Hands Out Fifty Awards 
in States and Canada for 
Acts of Bravery 

PITTSBURG, Pa„ Nov. 3.— With the 
regular fall meeting of the Carnegie 
hero fund today came the honoring of 
fifty persons throughout this country 
and Canada for acts of bravery and 
illustrious conduct called to the at- 
tention of 'the commission during the 
past three months. With the excep- 
tion of one award, made to a citizen 
of Canada, the en lire list of persons 
remembered by the Carnegie com- 
mission are residents of the United 
States, 22 persons living in Ohio. Ap- 
proximately. *U3,000, .twenty-three, 
silver medals and twenty-seven bronze 
medals were awarded by the action 
of today's meeting of the commission. 
Of the fifty heroic acts approved, 
fourteen of the persons responsible for 
them met their death. In these cases 
the next of kin received the reward. 
Deeds of heroism during the Hood' at 
Athens, Ohio, on March 14, 11)07, re- 
ceived the greater part of the atten- 
tion of the commission. 

The acts of courage brought to the 
attention of the commission included 
saving children from fast running 
passenger trains, rescues from raking 
Hood rivers, stopping unmanageable 
runaway horses, and carrying persons 
from burning buildings. Prominent 
among the awards, and probably the 
most spectacular aet of bravery call- 
ed to the attention of the commission, 
was the case of li'. W. Woods, a mer- 
chant of Athens. Ohio. During the 
Hoods of the Hocking river in March, 
11)07, Woods, unassisted, reached two 
men and a woman from almost cer- 
tain death, when he rowed a tlat- 
bottomed skiff .trough a wild run- 
ning river current Into tlie second 
story window ol a naif submerged 
house, carrying ills rescued fellow 
citizens to safety. In Investigating 
the case of Mr. Woods the commission 
found that he was In debt in excess 
of $1,001) for his small store, and pre- 
sented him with a cheque for Sl.OOO 
and a silver medal. 

Another instance called to the at- 
tention of the commission was that 
of William !•'. Sayle, of North Attle- 
boro, Mass., a fifteen year old boy, 
who, unassisted and heavily dressed, 
jumped into a hole In the ice broken 
by tlie weight of a boy anil a girl who 
had been skating on the thin coating, 
and buoyed the couple Up until assis- 
tance came. Young Sayle refused aid 
himself until the couple bad been 
taken from the ice hole and were on 
their way to safety. 

A particularly worthy award was 
the ease of George E. McCue, colored, 
of Garden City. Kansas, whose heroic 
act in rescuing a baby from in front 
of a' fist travelling passenger train 
was brought to the attention of the 
commission by city officials of (lie 
town, whore the man lived. MeC'ue 
was given a bronze medal for Ills act 
and S500 for educational purposes. 

The Canadian award was to Bertha 
Rattenbury. Charlottetown, I'. E. I. 

CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E. I., Nov. 
3.— Bertha Rattenbury, daughter of 
Nelson Rattenbury, wholesale grocer 
of this city, saved the life of a Miss 
A. Wellmer, of Charlottetown, last 
summer. Only a school girl, yet she 
exhibited great presence of mind In 
time of emergency, , when Miss VVell- 
ner, who was bathing and unable to 
swim, got beyond her depth and was 
In the greatest danger. Miss- Ratten- 
bury grasped the girl by the hair of 
her bead and brought her to < shore 
only just In time.

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SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

The Opposition ask why the pro- 
vision of the flrst mortgage was left 
out. of the preliminary contract with 
the Canadian Northern, if it is under- 
stood that there is to be one. This 
would be a reasonable question, if Mr. 
McBride had not already given the 
reason. It was because Mr. McBride 
did not wish to decide hastily upon all 
the details involved in carrying out 
such an arrangement.

M ISTATEM E NT CORRECTED. 

An evening contemporary says tin- 
Colonist admitted that the idea of 
making a ferry connection with Van- 
couver Island never entered .Mr. D. D. 
.Mann's head until lie came to Victoria 
to sign the contract with the govern- 
ment. That is quite incorrect. It is 
not the policy of the Colonist to refer 
to matters that have a personal side, 
but we may depart from our usual 
course to say that on the occasion of 
his visit to Victoria earlier in the year, 
after hi- had addressed the Canadian 
club, Mr. Mann came to the olllce of 
the writer of this paragraph and spent 
the greater part of tlio afternoon. Col. 
Davidson, of the land department of 
the Canadian Northern, being with 
him, discussing tie- question of ferry 
connection and the line to Barkley 
Sound, • examining maps, and reading 
reports and interviews that !::•;! been 
published on the subject. When leav- 
ing, he said: ''Col, Davidson will in- 
vestigate this subject further, and if 
his Inquiries eonllrm what I have been 
told about the line to Bark ley Sound, 
wo will include it and the ferry In our 
.system." Ho hud previously discuss- 
ed tllO subject with Mr. McBride. We 
may add that lie was already quite 

familiar with the ferry idea; for he 
and .Mr. Mackenzie had Uivestjjffltetl It 
at the time When they hoped to be 



able to build under the Vancouver, 
Victoria' and Eastern charter. The 
writer of this paragraph may further 
add, that, on the authority oC Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mann, ho Informed Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler and a committee) of 
the government that, on certain aid 
being , given, that firm was prepared 
to undertake to construct a railway 
from the Coast to Kootenay, with a 
ferry connection with Vancouver Is- 
land. This statement was made in 
the presence of the preseni- Lieutenant- 
Governor a" 1 ' Mr? D. M. Eberts, then 
Attorney -General. We hope Colonist 
readers will excuse this Introduction 
of what is more or less personal; but 
it is desirable that the facts should 
be known, so that misrepresentation 
may he answered, although we do not 
imagine that It can ever be prevented. 



ATTITUDE OF THE OPPOSITION 

The attitude of the Opposition may 
be thus described: 

They fear what has never happen- 
ed. . 

They regard as Impossible what has 
already been done. 

They fear that the credit of the 
province will be lowered by reason 
of the proposed Canadian Northern 
guarantee, although neither the credit 
of tlu; Dominion, 'nor yet that of 
Manitoba, nor that of Saskatchewan 
nor that of Alberta has been lowered 
bv the railway guarantees, which 
they gave, but on the contrary, in 
every ease the public credit was en- 
hanced thereby; for the giving of the 
guarantees demonstrated faith by the 
people in their own country and en- 
sured the country's development. 

They fear that the Canadian North- 
ern will default on Its Interest, al- 
though it has never so defaulted, 
even when it was only a small local 
concern. 

They regard as impossible the suc- 
cessful notation of an enterprise upon 
which there is a first mortgage to 
secure a government guarantee, al- 
though hundreds of miles of railway 
have been successfully financed and 
have been and now are being con- 
structed under just such an arrange- 
ment. 

We do not say that our Opposition 
friends are unpatriotic, because we do 
not think they are; but we do say that 
it is a very unfortunate thing that 
party prejudice leads them to take an 
attitude towards a railway enterprise 
in British Columbia, whereby they 
reflect upon the capabilities of the 
province and decry those development 
projects for which, until they were 
taken up by the present ministry, 
there was universal support. 



A VALUABLE DISTRICT 

From Yellow Head Pass to Kum- 
loops In a direct line Is 175 miles. The 
line of the Canadian Northern will 
necessarily be longer — we understand 
that it will be about l!0il miles long- 
but for the purposes of this reference 
we ought to take the distance in a 
direct line. If we assume that the 
proposed railway will develop a region 
lying within 50 miles on each side of 
it, we get an area of 17,500 square 
miles that will be opened by the new 
line. This is somewhat larger than 
Vancouver Island. The Canadian 
Pacific serves the southernmost por- 
tion of this area and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will serve the extreme north- 
ern pari to some extent; but allow- 
ing for the territory that they will 
assist in developing and for additional 
territory outside of the 50-mile limit 
that will be exploited from the line of 
the Canadian Northern, we find there 
is in that part of tin: province an 
area substantially as large as Van- 
couver Island, which the new road 
will make accessible to settlement and 
industrial enterprise. The Great 
Bend of the Columula is situated 
within this area, and among the other 
rivers, which Intersect it, are the 
North Thompson, the Clearwater and 
the Canoe, all important streams 
flowing through a country possessing 
many resources. We may on a future 
occasion go a little into details on 
this subject, but shall for the present 
content ourselves with saying that it 
is hard to imagine how any unpre- 
judiced person can say that a railway 
that will extend for 200 miles through 
nn undeveloped part of British Co- 
lumbia can be regarded "in no sense 
as a colonization road." A distance 
of 250 mill's from Yellow Head Pass 
westward terminates in the heart of 
the Coast Range around the head of 
Bute Inlet; yel no one has ever pro- 
tended thai a railway by such a line 
would not be a colonization road. The 
distance from Nanalmo to the north 
end of Vancouver Island is about 200 
miles, yet we are all agreed that a 
railway between those points would, 
he a valuable colonization mad. The 
distance from Victoria to Barkley 
Sound in a direct line is about 100 
miles, and until a few weeks ago we 
were all of one minds that a railway 
between those points would be valu- 
able ns a colonization road. Prom 
English Bluff to the lower end of the 
Canon or the Fraser is about 80 miles. 
In the days when we were all advo- 
cating the Victoria, Vancouver and 
Eastern Railway we were all agreed 
that such a line along the south shore 
of tile h'raser would be a very valu- 
able colonization roao. 

The Colonist has never changed its 
views on those points. It has 'always 
maintained and now maintains that a 
railway opening the valleys (if the 
North Thompson, the Clearwater, the' 
Canoe and the Big Bend of the Co- 
lumbia, a railway opening the region 
between Yellow Head Pass and the 
Coast Range at the head of Bute In- 
let, a railway to the North end of 
Vancouver Island, a railway from 
Victoria to Barkley Sound and a rail- 
way along tin- southern shore of the 
Eraser would be valuable colonization 



roads. In this we used to haves the 
sympathy and support of many of our 
Liberal friends. Indeed wo recall with 
pleasure the staunch advocacy of all 
these projects by many prominent 
gentlemen In the Liberal ranks. We 
decline to believe that they think 
otherwise now. We believe the dis- 
approval of the North Thompson 
country, of the southern shore of the 
Eraser and of the district between 
here and Barkley Sound is not shared 
by the great body of the Liberal party, 
but is confined to a few, and even in 
their ease is the outcome of partisan- 
ship. We welcome their conversion to 
the value of the Bute Inlet route. It 
would have been more useful If it 
had taken place months ago, when 
this paper was laboring to concen- 
trate the attention of the people of 
Canada upon that part of the province, 
but it will be useful by and bye, when 
the government takes the question up 
with some responsible company that 
may be ready to build such a line. 
Meanwhile we are glad to know that 
our Liberal friends would approve of 
a railway by the Bute inlet route as 
one calculated to develop the pro- 
vince, and we are, not without a hope 
that, when they have had time to 
make Inquiries concerning the region 
which the Canadian Northern will 
open up, they will arrive at. the con- 
clusion that it also will be of great 
advantage to the province from the 
standpoint of colonization and Indus- 
trial development. 

WOMEN'S SOCIETIES 

There have recently been inaugura- 
ted in Victoria two organizations, the 
membership of which is confined to 
women. They are the Women's Cana- 
dian Club and the Daughters of the 
Empire. While we are not as a rule 
favorable to the establishment of sev- 
eral societies having a common object, 
we are inclined to think, on full con- 
sideration that there is work for both 
these organizations to do in Victoria. 
Our understanding of the matter is 
that the work of the Women's Cana- 
dian Club will be much along the same 
lines as that of the men's organization 
of the same nana-; the Daughters of 
the Empire, on the other hand, under- 
takes specific things, such for example 
as the establishment and preservation 
of national monuments, the care of 
the graves of soldiers who have fallen 
in defence of the Empire, the develop- 
ment of Imperial sentiment among 
teachers and pupils at the public 
schools, the proper uniforming of 
school cadet corps, and so on. Cer- 
tainly a men's organization, which 
would attempt these things, would not 
in any way trench upon the work of 
the men's Canadian Club. 

It Is a very excellent thing that a 
strong interest is developing among 
the women of Canada In those things 
that make for sound patriotism. We 
do not suppose any one can tell how 
great was the work done by the wo- 
men among the United Empire Loyal- 
ists, In the way of Instilling into their 
children and grandchildren a passion- 
ate love for British institutions. A 
very distinguished visitor to Victoria 
asked the Colonist how the great loy- 
alty of Canadians to the Mother Land 
is to be explained, and he referred to 
the fact that though generations have 
passed since their ancestors lived in 
Britain, they were as true to the Hag 
and the crown as though they had 
been born in the heart of an English 
shire. The answer was that they 
learned lessons of loyalty at their mo- 
thers' knees, who in turn were taught 
them by the noble women, who cheer- 
fully sacrificed home, friends, and all 
the comforts of life to follow their 
husbands and fathers into the depth 
of a wilderness that they might re- 
main under the British flag. We can 
easily believe that, if in the hearts of 
these women of 17S11 there was not a 
spirit that would do and dare all for 
the flag they loved, thousands of the 
United Empire Loyalists might' have 
cast In their lot with the successful 
rebels. Therefore the spirit that 
prompted the organization of the Wo- 
men's Canadian Clubs and the organ- 
ization known as the Daughters of the 
Empire, is no new thing; it is only a 
revival of that which, quite as much 
as anything else, kept half the North 
American Continent In the Empire. 

And so wo commend these organiza- 
tions to all women. Bet the member- 
ship be large, and hi' confined to no 
one section of the community, Of 
necessity such societies an' organized 
by persons who have some leisure to 
give to the work. This is true of a )| 
organizations. Most people, men or 
women, cannot spare the time requir- 
ed for the institution ami carrying on 
of such societies. But the conditions 
of membership are not onerous, and it 
is surprising how quickly in such 
cases women discover themselves to 
be possessed of H faculty of manage- 
ment, the existence of which they 
never suspected. Men find that out 
almost every day in their organiza- 
tions.

That Andrew .McAfee came to his 
death by a gun shot wound, but that 
there was nothing to indicate whether 
death was due to the accidental dis- 
charge of the weapon or the conse- 
quence of the suicidal act of the de- 
ceased, was the verdict which the cor- 
oner's jury returned at the Inquest 
held yesterday afternoon at the police 
court to determine the cause of Mc- 
Afee's death. The evidence of three 
witnesses was taken briefly, the pro- 
ceedings occupying but a short time. 

John Worthingtun, a neighbor of tho 
McAfee family, testified to having 
known deceased for many years. He 
had last seen him on Monday evening, 
when he appeared to bo in good spirits 
in fact, was looking better than he 
•had for a week or two. On Tuesday 
morning witness was sitting in ills 
pantry when he heard Mrs. McAfee 
call from an upstairs window of Her 
home. Witness ran oyer and met Mrs. 
McAfee downstairs. She cried out: 
"Andy has shot himself." In an up- 
Htairs room, a species of store room, 
Mr. Worthlngton found deceased. Ho 
pushed open the door sufficiently wide 
enough to look In, when he saw de- 
ceased lying on the floor with a shot 
gun beside him. Mr. Worthlngton ran 
downstairs and called up Dr. Hart. 

W. George, a fellow employee with 
deceased, of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, had known deceased for eleven 
years. The latter had been 111 tor the 
past three weeks, and had not been at 
work for that length of time. Witness 
had last seen Mr. McAfee on Sunday 
afternoon, when lie appeared some- 
what depressed, though not unduly so 
considering his sickness. On Tuesday 
morning Mr. George had been sum- 
moned to Mr. McAfee's residence, 
when he found him lying in the up- 
stairs room dead. 

Reginald Hayward, of the . B. C. 
Funeral Furnishing Company, stated 
that when he was summoned to come 
and get the body he found it on tho 
floor .of the. room with the head re- 
clining against a ■ hox and the feet to- 
wards the door, blocking entrance, and 
considerable force was required to 
open the door. The shot gun was ly- 
ing across tho right leg, the muzzle 
pressing against the abdomen. From 
the position of the body it appeared 
to witness as If deceased had set off 
the gun by pressing the trigger with 
his toe. The gun, a double-barrelled 
one, held one discharged cartridge. 

The jury took some time in con- 
sidering its verdict, and finally return- 
ed a finding , as above. The jury was 
composed of D. Patterson, foreman, 
Walter Fraser, A. Curtis, Albert Bel- 
berk. John M. Morris and Albert 
Harding. 

The funeral of the late Mr. McAlfee 
will take place from 241 Government 
street at 2:30 p.m. tomorrow.

"We can provide employment for 
20.000 men on railway construction In 
British Columbia, but owing to the 
attitude of the provincial government 
on the Asiatic question we cannot ob- 
tain the men. If we only had Jap- 
anese the work on our lines in the 
province could be rushed, and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific would be com- 
pleted within contract time. As it is 
we shall have to ask the Dominion 
government for an extension of time." 
William Wainwright, second vice-pres- 
ident of the road, made the above 
statements in the course of an inter- 
view with the Colonist yesterday. 

"1 cannot understand the attitude of 
British Columbia In insisting that 
Asiatics be excluded," he concluded. 
''In my opinion the development of the 
province is being' retarded. We can 
only obtain two thousand men to work 
on our road, whereas if we could have 
employed Asiatics the line would have 
been completed by the end of 1911." 

Mr. Wainwright states that through- 
out the winter blastjng operations will 
bo carried on on the second hundred 
miles of the road in this province. Tho 
contracts have now been let for tho 
completion of the transcontinental road 
with the exception of -100 miles, about 
200 on either side of the Yellow Head 
Pass. 

Mr. Wainwright commends the Mc- 
Bride railway policy, stating that what 
this province wants Is more railways. 



The Liberals of Victoria in conven- 
tion last evening In the Broad street 
hall, nominated the above four 
gentlemen to contest the forthcoming 
provincial elections. A. B. McM idl- 
ing, president of the Liberal Associa- 
tion, presided, and with him on the 
platform were a number of represen- 
tative members of tho party.

Description of Slayers of Andrea Have 
Been Spread Broadcast —

With $1,000 offered by the attorney 
general's department for the capture of 
Nlcodemus and Giovanni Alvaro, the 
two Italians who are believed to' have 
murdered Salvntoro Andrea In the 
neighborhood of the Coldstream hotel, 
some time during the ufternoon of .Sat- 
urday, the 23rd ult., the authorities be- 
lieve that the cupidity of some one of 
tho foreigners in the gai.g to which the 
two fugitives belonged will come for- 
ward and give sufficient information to 
assist at least, in tracing the Alvaros. 
Circulars giving a description of the 
two fugitives have been circulated 
broadcast to all Important pvlnts and 
everywhere the police authorities are on 
tho lookout for the pair. 

N'ichodemus Alvaros Is described as a 
laborer from tho city fit Regglo in the 
province of Calabria. Italy. He Is about 
28 years of age, of medium height, 
stout build, dark complexion with hair 
dark and curly and heavy In front, lie 
was wearing a dark brown mustache. 
Giovanni Alvaro, alias John Alvaro, a 
brother of the other, born In tho same 
city, is about IS years of age and about 
B feet, (i or 7 inches in height, of pale 
complexion, slim build and dark hair. 

The two fugitives were last heard of 
at Vancouver on the morning of Mon- 
day the 26fh ult. They wen; carrying 
a brown leather suit cn.se and a small 
leather grip and may also have pos- 
sessed at the time a double-barrel shot- 
gun. 

This morning at 10 o'clock the ad- 
journed Inquest on the body of the 
murdered man will take place.

The legislative and civic committee 
are thoroughly probing the new plan 
of civic government us discussed at 
the previous meeting, and promise a 
full report next meeting. 

The Labor Temple committee repor- 
ted In regard to the matter of the pro- 
posed Labor Temple that a meeting 
will be held in Labor hall, Douglas 
street, at 8 p.m. on Thursday, the IStli 
Inst., for the purpose of organizing a 
company, having for Its object the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a La- 
bor Temple in the city of Victoria. 

Those qualified to discuss and vote 
on any subject at tho said meeting 
shall i>e any member of any recog- 
nized labor organization, who, on or 
before tho date of the meeting, has 
subscribed, or promised to subscribe, 
to the share capital of the company, 
and representatives of the Trades and 
Labor Council, as well as of any re- 
cognized labor organization — not more 
than three from each, provided such 
organization has, on or before the date 
of the meeting, subscribed, or promis- 
ed to subscribe, to the share capital of 
the company. 

Tho subscription payable, or to be 
promised, at the organization meeting 
above referred to, shall be equal to 20 
per cent, of the face value of the 
shares to bo subscribed for in each 
case. The individual or representa- 
tives of an organization signing their 
names and the names of their respec- 
tive unions to a preliminary applica- 
tion list will be accepted. 

Applications in writing, signed by 
the president and secretary, and bear- 
ing the seal of the organization, will 
be received by the undersigned and 
placed before the meeting, and will, in 
case of no representative attending, 
be referred to the provisional board of 
directors. Representatives should 
bring credentials from their respective 
organizations, same being signed by 
the president and secretary, and bear- 
ing the seal of the union. 

A reply was received from the Ty- 
pographical Union regarding the La- 
bor Temple. 

Delegate Thomas moved that the 
council call a public meeting for the 
purpose of all the candidates for Vic- 
toria to the legislature addressing or- 
ganized labor In the city. After being 
seconded by Delegate Sivertz, it was 
discussed and rejected. 

A suggestion by Delegate Young 
that the council endorse the candida- 
ture of George Oliver was declared 
unconstitutional by the president. . 

Delegate Sivertz gave notice that at 
the next regular meeting he will move 
an amendment to the constitution 
adding a section to be numbered 4 in 
Article 1V„ that all officers of the 
council be elected in future by propor- 
tional representation.

That so many busy women In tills 
city are ready to work tor the public 
good is a auuse of congratulation. 
Victoria Is a witter and a happier 
place because of their efforts. B".t \t 
must not be thought that those ef- 
forts cost them little. 



The convention of the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union of Can- 
ada did well when it refused to pass 
a resolution condemning bridge whist. 
There are enougn of. real evils In this 
world to tight without manufacturing 
sins. Because a number of foolish 
women waste time over cards that 
should be devoted to the care of their 
families and others, wiio are grasp- 
ing and seltlsh make of It a means of 
gain, it does not follow that the game 
in Itself is wrong. The lady who de- 
clared that good women play bridge 
was right. No wise purpose is served 
by confounding the use, and the 
abuse of a thing whatever it may be.

Of a similar character to the reso- 
lution proposed by Miss Archibald 
was a statement made by a 
prominent Sunday school worker 
at a convention In Toronto, 
who declared thtit a man can't be an 
athlete and a decent man." and who 
protested against the formation of 
athletic societies In the Sunday 
schools. 

A few days ago a lady whoso sons 
are an honor to her and a credit to 
their country was telling of her suf- 
ferings, while her boys, as growing 
lads, came 'in from football or lacrosse 
Held bruised and bleeding, but sho 
was wise enough to encourage them 
in their pursuits and to see that they 
were at once developing strength of 
body and of character. 

There arc many kinds of evil in 
this world, and it would be idle to 
shiK our eyes to the abuses and 
dangers of athleticism. When sport 
of any kind becomes the business of 
a man's or woman's life when amuse- 
ment takes the place of duty the 
character suffers. There Is a danger, 
too, that growing boys may injure 
themselves by too violent exercise, 
and few are blind to evils that attend 
professional games. But when all 
this is said, it la still true that in con- 
tests of bodily strength and skill the 
best that is in our boys are brought 
out. What we need is more and bet- 
ter athleticism both among bovs and 
girls. 

In every school all the boys should 
learn to play the game .and play it 
fairly. There should be fewer spec- 
tators on the benches', and more play- 
ers In the Held. Especially In the 
cities would hoys be spared many 
temptations If they took an eager and 
active Interest In athletics. It. is lung 
sine,, thf Phurch recognized the value 
of athletics in the development of 
character, and tho Sunday school will 
gain much when the virtues of the 
athlete are £.dded to the gentleness, 
seriousness and piety which it is the 
aim of its tu-aehers to Instil. 



Fashion, one might think, had little 
to do with tin- relations of a country 
with foreign powers, and yet it is said 
that the change In the diplomatic re- 
lations of England and Russia have 
left their mark- 011 the fashionable 
world of London. A recent despatch 
Bays that a Russian craze Is sweeping 
over London, probably the outcome of 
tin- Anglo-Russian entente. Russian 
art Is popular, Muscovite embroider- 
ies. Caucasian silverware and ivory 
are prominently displayed in West- 
end shop windows and translations of 
Russian authors find a ready sale. 

To the popularity of Russian cook- 
ery the menus of the fashionable res- 
taurants hear witness. Especially In 
the musical world Russian produc- 
tions are to the fore. Russian danc- 
ers find a warm reception here and 
great crowds gather to listen In con- 
certs given by the imperial "balal- 
aika" orchestra, which discourses on 
the three-stringed instruments so 
named tho haunting melancholy airs 
of tho land of the Czar. A Russian 
peasant choir Is the next thing to he 
introduced to Londoners. 

British financial enterprise in Rus- 
sia, so Stock Exchange authorities 
say, is destined to play a large part 
In the city activity of the next year 
or two. Lord Revelstoke, the head of 
the banking house of Barings, Is only 
one of several London financiers who 
are In St. Petersburg to lay founda- 
tions for future dealings. 

The readiness with which the for- 
eign ladies who attended the Interna- 
tional Congress of Women spoke Eng- 
lish, excited the admiration and envy 
or most of those to whom It was their 
mother tongue. Germans, Italians, 
Norwegians and Swedes .were able to 
make themselves understood without 
tl.lflicul.ty and Indeed, In some cases 



showed a mastery of the language 
greater than that of some Canadian 
speakers. The talented Belgian lady 
wdio was not so proficient was able by 
her quickness of wit to make her 
speech the more entertaining. 

But it Is probable that in choosing 
their representatives tho various 
councils selected ladles, who In addi- 
tion to other qualifications possessed 
a knowledge of English. In all meet- 
ings of International Importance It is 
not always possible to find that those 
who'have valuable knowledge to com- 
municate have the power to express 
themselves in the language of the 
country in which the meeting is 
held. 

In these days there Is so much 
travel and there is such a volume of 
business done between nations that 
the ne\l id' a universal language is 
acknowledged by many. There was a 
time when all learned men used Latin 
In their communications with people 
of another nation. Fifty years ago 
It was believe,! that French would be 
used everywhere. Now English Is 
understood and spoken by a very 
great proportion of the western world. 
The spread of each of these langu- 
ages was to some extent natural, and 
when learned each was a perfect 
medium for the conveyance of 
thought. 

But there are men, some of them 
wise and learned, who do not think 
it wise to await the day when one 
language shall supplant the others. 
They would manufacture a form of 
speech which can be learned, and 
understood by all. In our own pro- 
vince, the Chinook jargoon filled such 
an oilice between the different native 
tribes und tho white traders. 

In 1S70 a Swiss gentleman, Johan 
Martin Schleyer Invented an artifi- 
cial language called Valapuk. Socle- 
ties were organized, and Its advocates 
published articles advocating its 
adoption. It, however, did not com- 
mend itself to the people, and even 
the name is now almost forgotten. 

Within the last decade we have 
heard much of a new language called 
Esperanto, of which W. T. Stead is 
a warm advocate. Its use is spread- 
ing, hut whether it will prove success- 
ful or not remains to be proved. Next 
summer the Sixth Annual Esperanto 
Congress Is to be held at Washington, 
when It Is expected that delegates 
from more than thirty nations will he 
present, so we 'arc'-' likely to hear 
much more of what Is a new end 
may be a very important invention. 

A Wonderful Boy. 

The admission of William James 
Sidis as a special student at Harvard 
University, at the age of eleven, Is In- 
teresting for two reasons: first, lie Is 
probably the youngest student ever 
accepted by Harvard; and In tho 
second place, it is claimed by his 
father, Dr. Boris Sidis, an eminent 
psychopathologlst, that the boy's ro- 
markable mental development — suffici- 
ently Indicated by the fact that lie is 
specializing at Harvard in the study of 
quarternlons, one of the highest forms 
of higher mathematics— is the result 
not of innate talent so much as of the 
training he has received. According 
to Dr. sidis, the prevailing theories 
and methods of education tend to im- 
pede rather than assist mental de- 
velopment, lie believes that educa- 
tion, for one thing, usually begins too 
late in the child's life; that the proper 
time to begin is as soon as the child 
shows an active Interest in his en- 
vironment. This will not, in bis 
opinion, necessarily involve any 
"forcing" process, for the reason that 
the human mind, even in early in- 
fancy, is easily capable of enduring a 
far greater strain than is usually put 
upon It. In fact, he believes that tho 
reason men do not more frequently 
make use of their "hidden energies" — 
to quote Professor .lames'.; striking 
phrase — is simply because they have 
not been trained to make use of them. 
And he further insists that children 
may be trained, and ought to be train- 
ed, to take as much pleasure In the 
acquisition of knowledge as in tho 
playing of games. These views have 
been put into practice in the education 
of his son. By methods which we can- 
not undertake to desorlbe here, the 
boy was taught to spell and read be- 
fore he was three. Before he was live 
lie could not only write, but also use 
the typewriter with. It Is said, consid- 
erable dexterity, and ho was begin- 
ning, on bis own Initiative, to display 
an Intelligent interest in subjects that 
do not commonly make any appeal to 
the mind of a child. At six years of 
age he entered a grammar school, 
passing through seven grades in six 
months. At eight he was a pupil in 
tho Brookllnu High School, where he 
especially distinguished himself in 
mathematics, in which he has ever 
since excelled. He. is far advanced in 
the study of geometry, has Btudied 
differential and Integral calculus, and 
Is even said to have ventured Into the 
intricacies of speculative mathematics, 
developing strikingly original ideas 
with respect to the hypothetical 
"fourth dimension." He Is also credit- 
ed with prollciency in numerous other 
studies, particularly history, astron- 
omy, and languages. Nor, according 
to those who know him well, does he 
Biem to have suffered in health 
through his devotion to learning, lie 
is described as a sturdy, robust-look- 
ing boy, physically as well as mentally 
active. Altogether, he would seem to 
present a problem to the educator, 
and it is quite possible that the the- 
ories propounded by his father may 
yet have to be reckoned with. On the 
other hand, Inherited characteristics 
may have played a larger part In his 
development than his father believes; 
it would not be safe to draw too broad 
inferences from a single case.— New- 
York Outlook. 




After the reading of the minutes, Mr. 
Van Minister, of the staff of the boy's 
school, delivered an interesting ad- 
dress, showing some of the lessons 
that mothers might draw from the 
study of nature. Mr. Van Munster. 
spoke of the value of science as a sub- 
ject of' study. There were many who 
feared that If they sought to look into 
the laws of nature their faith In re- 
ligion would be undermined. There 
woro no grounds for tills tear. 

Drummond had shown in "The Na- 
tural Law and the Spiritual World." a 
book which he advised the mothers to 
read, that the spiritual as well as the 
material world was governed by law. 
All mothers and teachers should try 
to learn something of these laws. 

Using an egg as an illustration, the 
speaker Impressed upon his hearers 
the mystery and importance of hered- 
ity. .Mothers could understand better 
than anyone else the working of tiiat 
law in their children, and could deal 
more wisely with them than was pos- 
sible for the; teacher.. 

Then there was the law of variation. 
No two heads of grain were alike. The 
skllfull agriculturist knew how to de- 
\olop the good points and suppress the 
bad ones. The same coidd be done 
with character. The noble traits could 
be strengthened, and bad ones kept 
down. The growth of the child's char- 
actor should be very carefully watched, 
and this was especially tho mother's 
duty. 

By many examples the power of 
environment was illustrated. The mole 
who lived In the darkness lost the 
power of sight; the same was true of 
crabs whose homes were in caves, and 
they also lost their color. Any faculty 
which was not used was lost. 

The mothers were warned that if 
their children were allowed to bo idle 
they would grow up unable to work. 
Copying, too, was fatal to character. 
The dodder which fed on the plants 
near It lost Its roots. 

The school provided the environment 
that was best suited to the average 
child, and wise teachers tried to raise 
the average. The community should 
remove every Influence that tended In 
Interfere with the healthy growth of 
character. This was what was aimed 
at in moral reform, local option, and 
similar measures. But during the 
years from twelve to... eighteen the In- 
fluence of the home "was very strong, 
and it was in these years that tilt .fu- 
ture of men and women was decided. 
Their reading, their friends, and their 
habits should be carefully watched, 
and tho mothers should know the par- 
ents of tho companions of their chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Wall moved, nnd Mrs. Jones 
seconded a vote of thanks. In tender- 
ing it. Mrs. Graves complimented the 
speaker, and regretted there was so 
small an attendance. 

Miss Stevenson sang a solo very 
sweetly, nnd Miss Evans delighted the 
audience with her rendering of 'Mice 
at Play." 

Miss Russell, principal of the school, 
told the mothers that the bonks which 
had been found of so much use to the 
older children were quite worn out. An 
appeal was made for others to replace 
them, and It was suggested that there 
might be many children who no longer 
needed their books, who would be glad 
to donate them to the library. 

The annual report of tho club was 
read, and some business in connection 
with the coming meeting of the Wo- 
men's Council concluded the meeting.

AT HALF T IME 

The recent death of the young West 
Point cadet will revive the discussion 
which has raged throughout America 
as to the merits and evils of American 
football. 

The fact that the Harvard trainer 
recommended that the young fellow 
should be taken out of the game fif- 
teen minutes before the scrimmage 
which was his last, would point to 
criminal negligence on the part of the 
managers of the West Point team. 
There is not the same objection to 
taking a man off the American foot- 
ball twelve as there is in tho case of 
the British fifteen. A substitute may 
be put in even for the last minute of 
play in the former case. Why a sub 
did not replace the weakened cadet 
has not been explained. 

All of which will only cause people 
to ask why United States colleges 
cling to their present system of foot- 
ball. 

The adoption of the British game as 
played here by tho American college 
teams In California Is a step which 
ultimately will have no inconsiderable 
effect. British Rugby can win on Its 
merits, but it must be known before it 
can be appreciated. 

Tho great majority of the football 
players of the big United States col- 
leges of the eastern and middle west- 
ern states have never seen the British 
game. The latter, It must be remem- 
bered. Is not played in Eastern (.'ana- 
da with the exception of the province 
of Nova Scotia. Canadian Rugby is 
a hybrid, possessing some few of the 
merits of the British together with 
some qualities (?) of the American 
article. For that reason there has 
been no missionary work performed 
for the British article of Rugger along 
the American border. 

It's a question, after all, If Ephralm 
be not wedded to his Idols. The Am- 
erican advocate has been apt to pride 
Ills football, not for its qualities what- 
ever they may be, but rather for the 
fact that men are injured and men 
are killed at It. It is, he thinks, a 
tribute to the hardihood of the race, 
to the life strenuous, and his idea has 
been fostered by silly magazine arti- 
cles and newspaper prominence. 

The great Walter Camp, the Idol of 
Yale, whose word upon football car- 
ries more weight than that of any 
other person throughout the republic, 
visited Canada some years ago. He 
reported upon the Canadian game. 
He condemned It as having no advan- 
tages over the game he has fathered. 
He overlooked the fact that Canadian 
Rugby has yet to number its first vic- 
tim on the gridiron. He dismissed 
the British game as more fitted for 
the afternoon tea crowd than for red- 
blooded Americans. 

The debut of Halbaus, the TJnlver- 
sltj of Toronto sprinter, and his fast 
times in the hundred and 220 yards 
sprints at the Intercollegiate games, 
has aroused the belief that Canada 
has yet another world beater In the 
short distance events. 

Halbaus ran the hundred yards In 
even time, tleing Sebert on that occa- 
sion. There are several runners In 
Canada and the United States credited 
with this time, and it is not so un- 
usual. Halbaus, however, went the 
220 distance in 22 1-5 seconds, and 
this is a much more notable perform- 
ance. Halbaus has taken part in ath- 
letics for some years, but has confined 
himself to the jumps and some of the 
distance events. Ho has only recently 
been "discovered" as a sprinter. 

The laurels in the sprints rests with 
British colonials at the present time. 
The vaunted superiority of United 
States runners was exploded nt tile 
recent Olympic games. Walker, a 
South African, took the hundred, and 
Kerr, the Canadian, took the 220 from 
their best man, Cartmlll, who has just 
Joined the professional ranks. 

It may be opportune to remark that 
the 220 yards Is properly the classic 
| race of the Olympic, games. The Mar- 
athon run Is :i comparatively modern 
invention. The first Greek to run It 
dropped dead, and he wasn't running 
for fun. He showed his sound sense 
In dying after going the distance. The 
true classic event of the ancient 
Olympic games was a sprint of about 
200 yards. It may interest students 
of the classics to know that the aver-

age, just the average sprinter of the 
present day, could give the best of the 
ancient Greeks about ten yards start 
in a hundred yards and beat him 
hands down. This has actually been 
computed by learned "Grecians." 

Now all of this is just preliminary 
to a plea for the sprints. The Mara- 
thon run, Which forttuiately is being 
confined more and more to profession- 
als, which spells its ultimate doom, 
has absorbed the limelight to the ex- 
clusion of the other events. This, the 
writer thinks. Is greatly to be regret- 
ted. Snappy dashes, jumping, etc., 
are more akin to the genius of the 
twentieth century than the ponderous 
pounding out of miles ad Infinitum to 
the wreckage of youth and vitality, 
and the damnation of sport generally.

MUST BE NEUTRAL 



United States and Mexico Said to Have 
Warned Honduras in Nicar- 
agua Matter 

PORT CORTEZ, Spanish Honduras, 
Oct. 2S, via Now Orleans, Nov. 3. — It 
is reported here that President Davila, 
of Honduras, has received several 
cable .messages at Tegucigalpa from 
the State Department at Washington, 
informing him that the United States 
and Mexico arc watching very closely 
tho course of tho Honduras govern- 
ment In connection with the revolution 
in Nicaragua. The gist of these cables 
Is said to 'be that Mexico and the 
United States expect Honduras to keep 
hands off. 

NEW ORL.EAINS, Nov. 3.— The Hon. 
duran government officials say that 
the attitude of Honduras was clearly 
stated In tho Associated Press des- 
patches from Port Cortez under date 
of October 21, when It was oflicially 
announced that the tug Puerto Purlas 
has been detained at Port Cortez, In 
order to conform with tho peace agree- 
ment made at Washington. They claim 
there was no demand from the Zelaga 
government for the seizure of this tug, 
but that it was known that the mis- 
sion of the tug was to bring a supply 
of arms and ammunition from Guate- 
mala to General Estrada, the leader 
of the revolutionists. They say that 
this mission will form the basis of a 
charge that Zelaya will make against 
Guatemala in the international court 
at Cartag-o. 

How the Honduran officials, observ- 
ing such a strict attitude of neutrality, 
are so well Informed as to Zelaya's 
course Is a matter which raises cur- 
iosity. It is further stated that Ze- 
laya will not wait the outcome of hos- 
tilities before placing this charge be- 
fore the court. This, among Ameri- 
cans in this section, is taken as evi- 
dence that Zela.ya is losing courage in 
spite of his announcements of suc- 
cessful engagements against the revo- 
lutionists.

BRUSSELS, Nov. 3.— The scheme for 
so-called reforms In the Congo which 
Jr. Rcnkln, the colonial minister, will 
lay before the Belgian parliament, is 
outlined as follows: 
< 1. Freedom of trade la to be estab- 
lished immediately in Bake Leopold 
LL. district and in the eastern prov- 

2. Within two years absolute free- 
dom of trade Is to he extended to the 
whole area of the Congo. 

3. At last . the colonial minister 
recognizes the loss that the adminis- 
tration of- the Congo is entailing on the 
Belgian people. To avoid a deficit in 
the budget and to ensure the consoli- 
dation of the treasury bonds in circu- 
lation, a loan of ?20,000,000 is to be is- 
sued immediately in Brussels. 

To those acquainted witli the real 
condition of affairs In the Congo the 
government programme seems very in- 
complete and Inadequate. There is no 
admission whatever of native rights 
to protection against cruelty and op- 
pression, nor is any intention express- 
ed to abolish tlie. system of conces- 
sions which has been mainly respon- 
sible for the long series of atrocities. 
Not Content. 
LONDON, X"v. 3.— Mr. E. D. .Morel, 
secretary of the Congo Reform asso- 
ciation, when shown the telegram from 
Brussels giving the purport of the 
Congo scheme, said: 

"With regard to the point about the 
partial establishment of freedom of 
commerce, so far as the Congo Reform 
association is concerned, it will only be 
satisfied with tile throwing open of 
every part of the Congo to the same 
freedom. Only by that means can the 
system of slavery at present obtaining 
be abolished. On that point the asso- 
ciation is not prepared to retreat an 
inch. 

"The retention of the present system 
over a single square inch of the Congo 
is an outrage against humanity and a 
flagrant violation of international trea- 
ties. 

•'They say that free trading will be 
immediately instituted in the Lake 
Leopold II. district. As a matter or 
fact virtually the whole of the country 
west of Lake Leopold— that is to say, 
the western portion of the district in 
question — is already exhausted of rub- 
ber and depopulated. The condition of 
the eastern portion of the district is. 
not so well known, but for many years 
to come it will be largely inaccessible 
to European merchants, and the na- 
tives would consequently be unable to 
benefit by the change. 

."As for the eastern province, the 
greater part of it Is not a rubber coun- 
try, in any ease, the proposal to re- 
tain seven-eighths of the Congo under 
Its present system for another two 
years is the height of effrontery.

Every effort will lie exerted to 
ascertain tlie cause of the peculiar dis- 
ease, and a method of treatment. 

A paper by Dr. I'. M. Sandwith, of 

I London, England, Gresham professor of 
physic, was read In the author's ab- 
sence by Dr. J. YV. Babcock of Co- 
lumbia. 

"In spite of denials from American 
authorities on medicine," said Dr. Sand- 
with. "I have always suspected that 
pellagra might exist unrecognized In 
the south, Now that the diagnosis of 
pellagra has been (irmly established in 
so many states, it would be well to find 
out for certain how many persons are 
attacked by tile disease in the south. 
In order to arrive at any correct figures 
It might be well to Institute compul- 
sory notification of the disease, at least 
as a temporary measure. 

"I would reeomend that agricultural 
laborers should be examined In tlie 
sates where pellagra Is known to ho 
prevalent, such as Georgia and North 
and South Carolina. 

"The treatment of pellagra canes with- 
out mental symptoms can be success- 
fully acompllshed by putting the pati- 
ent on a liberal diet, excluding maize, 
and by lidding him of the hookworms 
which are ho often co-existent, but the 
pellagrous symptoms return If he is al- 
lowed to resume a diet of musty maize. 

"Italy, by preventive measures has 
since 1SSS, reduced the mortality of pel- 
lagra from 3, IS;! to 1,636, though during 
the years of lfiS.I to 1 007 the maize area 
under cultivation had increased from 
C.7!i to 60.33 per cent, of tlie whole 
country. This points the moral that 
It. Is tlie finality, not the quantity, of 
maize which is at fauk."

Prince Rupert Is to be the scone of 
the new dock which' the Dominion 
government is to construct for the 
Pacific coast of the Dominion in view 
of the naval programme recently de- 
ckled upon; not Esquimau. 

William Wumright, second vice- 
president of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railroad Company, who is now in tho 
city, stated yesterday that the Domin- 
ion government had deckled to con- 
struct a floating dock at the northern 
terminus -of the G. T. P. at a cost of 
a million and a hall' dollars. The de- 
cision lias he. mi reached, and It only 
remains tor an appropriation to be 
made in the estimates, when the work 
nl' construction of the duck will be 
commenced immediately. The Heat- 
ing dock to he established at Prince 
Rupert by the Dominion government 
will be capable of taking out the 
largest vessels afloat. 

Meanwhile the drydock. which has 
been outgrown by shipping as -a re- 
sult of the advance made in the con- 
struction of steamers since it was 
built, is to suffice for Esnuimalt. The 
need of a dock at Esnuimalt has been 
shown In reports submitted by the 
board of trade to the Dominion gov- 
ernment, but while these lb' in the 
pigeon holes decision is made to es- 
tablish the floating dock at cost of 
$1,500,000. 

A lloatlng dock is also being con- 
structed for Vancouver, a contract 
having been given by Nlcol Thomp- 
son, of Vancouver, to Swan, Hunter 
& William Richardson, of Newcastle 
on Tyne, for a Iloatlng dock of 11,- 
000 tons capacity for the Terminal

The steamer Montara. once known as 
tho WtHIamette, Is ashore on the bar 
off the mouth of (be bay nt ICngle har- 
bor, and tugs are standing by in an ef- 
fort to release her. The Montara had I 
brought hi a cargo of 2.500 tons of 
cement anil a shipment of explosives 



destined for .Southeastern Alaska. Tho 
custom of the company Is to store the 
explosives In the steamer Alkl. which is 
lying at anchor in Eagle harbor and It 
was the intention of transferring the 
explosives from her hold that the Mon- 
tara proceeded from Seattle across the 
Sound. 

The channel into Ragle harbor Is a 
torturous one. although not long, and 
in making the turn the .Montara piled 
up on the sand spit. The bottom is 
soft, and with the heavy cargo in her 
holds tho big steamer shoved heavily 
onto the bar, and u reversing or the en- 
gines seemed to have little effect in 
lessening the impetus of the ship. 

Tugs were .sent, for and two of tho 
Chesley towboat fleet responded, hut 
were unable to move the Montara. 
Eater the Gollah, or the Pugel Sound 
Towboat company, was secured, and 
even tha t powerful vessel was not an) 1 
to pull the steamer back Into deep 
water. 

The Montara is an iron steamer of 
1,695 tons net and was built In 1SX1, 
at Chester, Pa. .She was formerly tho 
steamer Wllllamette and as such bad 
.several notable experiences in ground- 
ing episodes. Once when she piled up 
on a reef tho vessel wus cut in two 
and Moran Bros, towed her down to 
Seattle and made her whole again. 

Capt. Emll Franke, superintendent of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship company, 
is standing by the stranded vessel In 
one of the tugs.

BRITISH YARDS 

ON THIS CONTINEN 

Halifax Has Big Shipyard Enterprise 
— British Companies for 
United States 



With a big cargo, Including canned 
salmon valued at $1,365,000, HH well as 
oilier valuable shipments, and 532 
homeward bound Clilne.se, the steamer 
Keemun of tho Blue Funnel line, Capt. 
Conradl, sailed from the outer wharf 
yesterday afternoon hound to Liverpool 
by way of the usual ports of call in tho 
far east and the Suez canal. The 
steamer's cargo was worth approxi- 
mately two million dollars. She was 
unablo to give space to all the cargo 
offering, and when all the flour that 
could be taken at Seattle and Tacoma 
was loaded three carloads were given 
to the steamer Tacoma Maru. 

The salmon cargo comprises 210,(100 
eases, or 23.000 eases more than was 
taken on the steamer Cyclops, and has 
a total weight of approximately 6,000 
tons. The major pan of tin.' salmon 
was loaded at Vancouver, li. C, and 
some cargo was also loaded at SeaMle. 
It is consigned largely to ports In the 
United Kingdom. 

The flour was mainly consigned to 
Ihe Philippine Islands which, until this 
fall, have used Australian flour exclu- 
sively. The elimination of the duty 
in tho new tariff bill has opened tho 
Islands to American trade. The Cye- 
lop" which preceded the Keemun, car- 
ried tne first shipment from Puget 
Sound under the new act. 

As do from her salmon, the Kceraun's 
general cargo Is valued at (G35.000. A 
goodly sized shipment of rougli lumber 
was token, the figures being 45,215 feet 
valued at $1,156. From Tacoma v.m 
also scut 7S. r i sacks of caseara hark, 
weighing 311.000 pounds and havlnn a 
valuation of $1,708. 

Tallow aggregated 103,618 pounds 
valued at $11,218. There were three bar- 
rels of hops (1,196 pounds), valued at 
M0S: 100 bushels of oals valued at J35, 
and 211/ boxes of apples valued at $170. 

Boots and shoes were also Included 
in the general cargo from Tnooma, there 
bring 2.027 pairs, having a valuation of 
SS.140. all of which were consigned to 
the Philippine Islands. Prom British 
Columbia, one of the principal ship- 
ments, aside from the salmon, was 150 
gallons of condensed milk. One of tho 
chief consignments from down Sound 
was nearly a ton and a half of tin ore 
In sticks, valued at S-l,r,fl0. 

The steamer Oanfa. Capt. Dycett, is 
discharging inward cargo, anc! is ex- 
pected to leave .today for Vancouver. 
Like the Keemun site will have a largo 
cargo outward and will carry about 500 
Chinese passengers.

Many reports have come from east- 
ern ports of late regarding the com- 
ing of Brtish shipping firms to Can- 
ada and the United States. Shipping 
Illustrated says: "Application is to 
be made to incorporate a $10,000,0110 
shipbuilding plant fur Halifax. Sumo 
of tlie best known men in Nova 
Scotia are said to be CO!;.' scted with 
the enterprise. It is unop. chilly stat- 
ed that Swan, Hunter and Wigham 
Richardson, the Tynesldo shipbuild- 
ers, will put the enterprise through. 

The same journal says: "To cir- 
cumvent the effects of the law Im- 
posing a duty on foreign-built steam 
yachts, several Clyde shipbuilders are 
said to be on tlie eve of opening 
plants in this country. The Scott Co. 
of Greenock, is reported to have ac- 
quired the. dismantled pi.-int of the 
Eastern Shipbuilding Co. of New 
London, while the Fairfield Co. Is 
named among the Scottish firms seek- 
ing American branches. In the event 
of present negotiations leading to 
practical results it is evident that 
these Anglo-American plants are 
bound to exercise a profound influence 
upon American shipyard methods and 
thai the Clyde type of steam yacht 
may become more generalized In this 
country, surely a development tli« 
framers of the yacht tax law did not 
contemplate. 

"The shipbuilding plant at Groton. 
Conn., where the mammoth Great 
Northern liners Dakota .and Minne- 
sota, were built, is reported to have 
been acquired by the Scott Co., of 
Greenock, that built Roy A. ftalney's 
big steam yacht Cassandra. The New 
York, Now Haven and Hartford rail- 
road owns the site at Groton and tho 
land lias just been leased to the 
Krotts for a period of ninety-nine 
years, with a provision that the Kcotts 
shall erect n dry dock capable of ac- 
commodating any nf the consolidated 
company's passenger steamers."

Process Discovered by Sir V\ 
liam Ramsay Cheapens 
its Production 



LONDON, Nov. 3.— Lady Ramsay, a 
few days ago laid the foundation stone 
of an enterprise which is expected to 
have far-reaching results In the medi- 
cal world. In Thomas street. Lime- 
house, Is to be built a factory for the 
manufacture of radium according to a 
secret process discovered by Sir; Wil- 
liam Ramsay, which will, it is expect- 
ed, reduce the period of manufacture 
from nine months to six or seven 
weeks. This is the lirst company In 
the world to attempt the production of 
radium on a commercial basis. 



The erection of the factory is a 
sequel to the discovery of pitchblende 
ore made by Mr. Francis Fox about 
two years ago at the Trenwith mine 
of the St. Ives Consolidated Mines 
company. Mr. Fox consulted Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay, who subsequently ex- 
perimented with 151 pounds of high 
grade pitchblende concentrate obtain- 
ed from the mine with very gratifying 
results. The British Radium Corpor- 
ation, Limited, has accordingly been 
formed with a capital of $200,000 for 
taking over the radium rights of the 
Trenwith mine from the St. Ives Con- 
solidated Mines, Limited. The services 
of Sir William Ramsay have been re- 
tained, and, us it was necessary that 
he should be in constant communica- 
tion with the factory, a site was chosen 
in London for the purpose. 

It is hoped to have the factory com- 
pleted, and the manufacture of radium 
begun at the end of the present year. 
Meanwhile, the joint companies are 
spending a. large sum of money in the 
erection of plant at St. Ives, where 
the pitchblende ore will be crushed, 
so that the material for treatment 
may be sent up to London in the more j 
portable form of concentrate or high- 
grade ore. Even in this crude state 
radium makes its presence felt, and i 
heavy rubber gloves have to be worn I 
by those handling it. I

tory In existence In the world, and that 
is in Austria, from which Die earlier | 
specimens were obtained for use in j 
England. Austria, however, lias pro- | Three 
hlbited the export of the element on 
account of its scarcity. So small, in- 
deed, has been the total quantity of 
radium which has been recovered for 
scientific use throughout the world 



that it is estimated not to exceed a 
quarter of a pound. 

The British Radium corporation will 
give preference in the sale of their 
radium to British hospitals and scien- 
tists, though it is expected the produc- 
tion will be sufficiently large to enable 
other countries to benefit. Nowhere 
will the Increased output of radium be 
more appreciated than In the London 
hospital, where the total stock Is only 
about 16 V4 milligrammes; it looks like 
a few grains of -greyish white sand. In 
the little apparatus used in the Pinsen 
light process is radium worth $1,000. 

While the London hospitals would 
derive Immense advantages from an 
adequate supply of the element, the 
new Industry seems destined to cause 
great developments in Cornwall itself. 
The fisher folk of St. Ives, In their 
picturesque houses of weathered gran- 
ite, view the coming changes with no 
friendly eye, for .they have no desire 
to see the old mines re-opened. H is 
certain, however, that St. Ives will In 
the near future be a busy Industrial 
centre, and as the water which passes 
through the pitchblende ore also^pos- 
sesses curative powers it is quite 'pos- 
sible that Cornwall may yet see the 
erection of hydros for the treatment 
of certain maladies.

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.— The 
condition in tho speculation 
respected financial authorities 
been advising for several weeks past 
was In evidence today. It wits sup- 
posed to be duo. in part, to the delay 
111 the return from election day holi- 
day visits un the part of brokerage 
i'raternltv. 

There was sufficient uncertainty 
acknowledged In the money outlook 
to account for the halting tendency 
In the market's activity. Tin call 
money rate did not rise again to the 
6 per cent, touched late on Monday, 
but the figures of the clearing house 
exchange for that day gave a hint of 
the special demand on the banks. The 
settlements effected between the clear- 
ing house banks for the day amount- 
ed to the prodigous total of $736,461.- 
549. The nearest approach ever made 
to these ligures was on January 'J. 
1900, when exchanges at the clearing; 
house were reported at $686,884,890 
During October clearing house ex- 
changes ran very high throughout the 
country, in many instances exceeding; 
previous records at important points. 
This is but one of the evidences of 
the expanding trade activity of the 
country and of the consequent demand 
fur mono} . 

Abroad there was an easing; oil of 
the private discount rate in London 
today, which had some effect on tho 
foreign exchange rate here, but in 
Paris the private discount rate stiffan- 
ed, and tho exchange rate en London 
ran oil'. The sub-treasury is lifting 
money freely from the open market 
here, the absorption on thai account 
for the banking; week rising today to 
$4,389,000, compared with J3,0L',t)00 in 
the corresponding period last week. 
-All these things suggest tile advisa- 
bility of caution in speculative com- 
mitments to conserve the money 
market resources and to avoid tho 
risk of a pinch In the call money 
market which might embarrass hold- 
ers of stocks on margin 

The lull In activity was especially 
noticeable in tho hanorrui of stocks In 
which a quarter to a half of the total 
dealings for weeks past have taken 
place. At the same time there wan 
some diversion of speculative Interest 
to other points, especially to minor 
industrial .stocks. The large order 
for new equipments now being placed! 
by the railroads also helped tho stock" 
of companies In these Industrials. Th« 
copper market was helped by the re- 
ports of large sales of copper recent- 
ly made. Pennsylvania showed fur- 
ther unfavorable effect from the de- 
cision to Issue its new stocks to 
stockholders tit as low a figure as par 
The strength In spots was emphas- 
ized with the progress of the day, but 
did not permeate the whole list at any 
time
